2.  In  all  cases  where  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  thereto,  the  grant  shall  be  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  portion  of  the  assets  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  beneficiary 
or  creditor  who  is  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Germany,  Austro-Hungary, 
Turkey,  or  Bulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 
out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution 
or  payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked.  , 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  or 
probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  application 
is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose  estate 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 


applied  for  whs  not  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject;  or,  failing  such  evi- 
dence, shall  produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted.  Such  applicant  shall  also  give  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Registrars  of  the  Courts  may  require 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets 
would  in  time  of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable 
to  any  such  subject,  and  if  required  shall  make  a 
statutory  declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  dis- 
position in  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration being  granted. 

4.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  who 
are  German,  Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bul- 
garian subjects  resident  in  Canada  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  and  during  the  war.

Elk  Creek  Drainage  By-law,  1919. 

A By-law  to  provide  for  the  Drainage  of  certain 
Lands  in  the  Vicinity  of  Elk  Creek,  in  the 
Township  of  Chilliwhack,  and  for  borrowing  on 
' the  Credit  of  the  Municipality  the  Sum  of 
Seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500) 
for  completing  the  same.  Provisionally  adopted 
the  10th  day  of  May,  1919. 

WHEREAS  a majority  in  number  and  value  of 
the  owners,  as  shown  by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  drainage  have  peti- 
tioned the  Council  of  the  said  Township  of  Chilli- 
whack, praying  that:  “An  engineer  examine  and 
report  on  the  drainage  of  the  following  area:  Com- 
mencing at  the  south-west  corner  of  the  North-west 
Quarter  of  Section  24,  Township  26 ; thence  east  to 
the  high  land;  thence  following  the  base  of  the  high 
land  in  a north-westerly  direction  across  Sections 
24,  25,  and  30  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Section 
30,  Township  29;  thence  north  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  South-West  Quarter  of  Section  31, 
Township  29;  thence  west  to  the  north-west  corner 
of  the  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  35,  Township

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And  whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured

he  can  the  proportion  of  benefit,  which  in  bis 
opinion  will  be  derived  in  consequence  of  such 
drainage  by  every  lot  or  portion  of  lot,  the  said 
assessment  so  made  being  the  assessment  herein- 
after by  this  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed  and 
levied  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  hereinafter  in 
that  behalf  specially  set  forth  and  described,  and 
the  report  of  the  said  W.  C.  Smith,  C.E.,  in  respect 
thereof  and  the  said  drainage  being  as  follows: — 

Engineer’s  Report.

To  the  Chilliwack  Municipal  Council, 

Chilliwack,  B.C. 

Gentlemen, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  the 
following  report  on  the  proposed  Elk  Creek  drain- 
age project : — 

Heretofore  I have  had  the  privilege  of  submitting 
two  reports  on  this  project  wherein  the  various 
problems  involved  and  the  works  required  were 
dealt  Avitli  in  considerable  detail.  The  present 
report  is  designed  and  briefly  sets  out  in  a general 
way  the  works  necessary  to  accomplish  the  desired 
drainage.  The  plans  and  profiles  of  the  recom- 
mended works  were  submitted  to  you  on  the  23rd 
day  of  April,  1919.  Pursuant  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
at  the  request  of  your  honourable  body,  I proceeded 
to  the  vicinity  of  Elk  Creek  on  the  3rd  day  of  April, 
1919,  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  the  ground  and 
studying  the  conditions  obtaining  in  the  proposed 
drainage  area.  As  a result  of  careful  examination 
I would  recommend  the  folloAving  Avorks  as  being 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  desired  drainage: — 

(a.)  The  deepening  of  the  Elk  Creek  intercep- 
tion-ditch from  a point  situate  1,320  feet  south  of 
the  north-west  corner  of  Section  24,  ToAvnsliip  26, 
and  its  outlet  at  Hope  Slough. 

(h.)  The  deepening  of  the  channel  of  Elk  Creek 
from  its  interception  Avith  the  Elk  Creek  intercep- 
tion-ditch to  a point  about  690  feet  east  of  the 
centre  point  of  Section  25,  ToAvnsliip  26. 

(c.)  The  dredging  of  a ditch  from  a point  situ- 
ated about  690  feet  cast  of  the  centre  point  of  Sec- 
tion 25,  Township  26,  in  a due  east  direction  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  the  South-east  Quarter  of  the 
said  section. 

(d.)  The  dredging  of  a ditch  from  the  point 
Avhere  Elk  Creek  crosses  the  east  line  of  the  North- 
west Quarter  of  the  said  section  in  a due  south 
direction  to  a point  about  660  feet  north  of  the 
south-west  corner  of  the  South-east  Quarter  of  the 
said  section,  and  from  thence  in  a due  east  direc- 
tion for  a distance  of  about  1,000  feet,  more  or 
less,  the  actual  distance  to  be  determined  by  the 
engineer  at  the  time  of  construction,  the  object 
being  to  collect  the  Avaters  of  Elk  Creek  without 
actually  tapping  the  stream  in  order  to  prevent  as 
far  as  possible  the  filling-up  of  the  ditch  Avith  the 
gravel  carried  by  the  creek.

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  28th  April,  1919, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  submitting  that 
the  British  Columbia  Anti-Tuberculosis  Society 
hold  under  leases  those  portions  of  Section  19. 
North-west  Quarter  of  Section  20,  West  Half  of 
Section  29  and  Section  30,  lying  north  of  the  Indian 
Reserve,  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  31  and 
South-west  Quarter  of  Section  32,  Township  20, 
Range  18;  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  6,  Sec- 
tion 7,  West  Half  and  South-east  Quarter  of  Sec- 
tion 8,  South-west  Quarter  of  Section  17,  South- 
east Quarter  of  Section  18,  and  the  South  Half 
of  the  South  Half  of  Section  20,  Township  21, 
Range  18;  Frae.  East  Half  of  Section  25,  South- 
east Quarter,  North-west  Quarter  and  North  Half 
of  the  South-west  Quarter  of  Section  36.  Township 
20,  Range  19 ; those  portions  of  the  North  Half 
and  South-west  Quarter  of  Section  1,  and  the  South 
Half  of  Section  12,  lying  east  of  the  river,  North- 
east Quarter  of  Section  12  and  South  Half  of 
Section  13,  Township  21,  Range  19,  all  west  of 
the  6th  meridian,  containing  an  area  of  4,999  acres, 
more  or  less.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rulq  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
' of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  jiehalf  of  the  applicant;  such  notice  to  he

And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  -after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  'deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.
